Access to iiealth, access to nutrition, and access to clean water, and 
smlmioT] are glulialh- recognized as baste human rights. Mowever. these 
rights are not a\'aiiable for most people in Afghanistan. 

Good liealth is a fundanierital aspect of the well bemu of a 

f ' 4,., 

population, further, it is positively rehited to the economic 
de\eiopnieiit of a country since lalenl diseases a Mahiutrition prevents 
nripu!ations from workmg and providing f or their needs as well as 
ihose of iheir faniiiy. Yet access to health care: nutrition and clean water 
rcinams sevcrelv iimited in Atkhanistan todav. 

All the health indicators including lifc expectancy, access to health care, 
\accfnat!on coverage, nutrition, niortalitv rates Ikures show that 
Aiglianisian is signiticantiy worse olTthan any country ni the reiiion. An 
iiilani iTiortaiitv rate of 115 per lOOO hve births, inaterna! monalitv rate 
of 820 per 101)000 live buths and average life expectancy of just 44 
years iiemonstrate the seriousness of the present situation. Malaria, acute 
respirotoiw infection, diarrhoeal ailments and malnutrition are the major 
caiises of morbidity and mortality in the country, indeed, Afghans are 
most likely to die trom poverty related preventable diseases and 
rnfectton. 

Resources 

' -ick of adequate liuman resource continues to be a major constraint, 
viitii i.O doctor and 5 medical helpers per 100000 people and 3000 
people per hospital bed. The allocation of staff varies widely from one 
d^stnci to aui^thcr, with a strong concentration in Kabul urban area. Note 
also that the quality of many medical staff does not meet the needs in 
ileal ih services, 

W'hen one obser\'es that this finance by government only amounts 
i«Kiboiit USSl per capita per year Jt is one of the lowest m die world.

lAm utilization and low quality of health services 

The utdi/ation rate is very low compared with neighboring countries. 
This can be explained partly by the difficult geographical teiTaim so that 
even a short walk is difficult for a sick person. 

fiowxn er, a combination of the high cost and low quality of health care 
represents the greatest constraint to utilization of health care. For 
instance, a patient had to pay on average about AF ^ " * (US$0.8) per 
encounter at a clinic, yet many essential drugs were not available in 
these health canters - 80% of health districts reported stock deficiencies. 
Indeed, most health centers are both under equipped and understaffed. 
To improve utilization, the quality of health services must be improved, 
win Is! ensuring at the same time that the populations have adequate 
financial accessibility: presently, too many Afghans can not afford to 
use these services. 

Priority health interventions 

*/ 

High levels of malnutrition and under nutrition 

Despite the large number of nutritional services, the rate of child 
malnutrition is high. Sensitizing the community on what services must 
be improved, whilst ensuring at the same time that the populations have 
adequate financial accessibility: presently, too many Afghans can not 
affbrd to use these services, 

Inadequate maternal and reproductive care. 

Access to reproductive health rvices for mothers is extremelv liir; '^ -d. 
More then 70% of deliveries ate at home. Subsequently, post- p^itum 
hemorrhage, infections 

And severe anemias are causing unnecessary maternal deaths. Only 
about 20% of at- risk 

Pregnancies are referred to hospitals, and even there skills are 
limited: more than (iQYo are unable to treat encatiips and more than 
50% are unable to deal with post-partum hemorrhage. 



Trauma and mental health 

In addition to the above health sects' sector characteristics, Al^hanistan 
is experiencing severe mental heakh problems that cannot be expressed 
in standardized statistics. The hoiTors the 23 year of war have 
engendered very serious mental health problems in large segments of 
the population, which remain a major problem today. Many people have 
lost family members and have witnessed experienced (or participated in) 
massacres. Statistics are lacking, however, as are adequate approaches 
dealing w^ith the problems. It is estimated that about 20% of children are 
suffering from severe psychological trauma. 

National Development and Promotion : 

The immediate need is to rehabilitate existing health infrastructures and 
services where it is approximately located. Immunization campaigns for 
polio and measles will continue and expand rapidly. There is a major 
nutritional challenge ahead that requires urgent actions to halt death due 
to malnutrition. 

Some specific sub -programs based on assessment in the National 
Development framework have been identified: 

• Analysis and monitoring of location of hospital and clinics and 
their recurrent cost; 

• Training of medical personnel and community health worker; 

• Certification of doctors, nurses, and pharmacists; 

• Provision of affordable quality medication for the poor and 
reformv. the practices of collusion be^ *en pharmacists and 
doctor:,, 

• Procurement and distribution of medical equipment based on 
national need; 

• Translation of recommended strategy on preventive health care into 
implement able projects, 

• Addressing malnutrition. 
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Malnutrition in particular needs urgent action including 

❖ Fortification of v^'hat distributed by WFP with micronutrients ; 

• Improving the basic package provided under humanitarian 

• Assistance with oils and pulses and distributing these to populafion 

• Setting up a joint management team between the government, UN 
agencies; and NGOs to regularly assess the situation report 
administration; and take prompt decisions for directing to where 
they are needed.

Environment 

Natural assets 

Afghanistarfs natural resources - land, forests, wildlite, and water - 
have been an impoitant source of household and national income, 
providing the basis for farming, tlshing, energy production, and 
tourism. These resources have been degraded by excessive demand 
arising from agricuUure and household energy. The natural 
environment [Presents familiar opportunities: rich soils, abundant 
water natural beauty, minerals, energy, forests, and fish, all sources 
of income and human welfare. Some, with proper management, are 

renewable. . 
Afghanistan is endowed with a wide variety of vegetative type and 
habitats that contribute to its unique biological resources. Short-lived 
vegetation grow/s in the sandy semi-deserts, and salt-tolerant 
vegetation is found in the salt semi-deserts. The most common trees 
found on humid soils are oaks, ashes, willows, poplars, planes, and 
fruit trees in orchards. Forests of Himalayan type, including 
evergreen oak wood, i^row in the borderland between Afghanistan 
and Pakistan (in Nurisfan and Paktia) at a altitude of 2,400 m above 
sea level Pine spruce, and cedar trees grow at 3,500 m, whereas 
alpine meadows extend even higher. The slopes of Tirbandi are 
covered with pistachio trees. 

The fauna is similar to that of other Central Asian countries. Beasts ot 
prey like the snow leopard, brown bear, wolf, striped hyena, jackal, 
and fox are still found in the mountains, though their population is 
declining. 

Renewable resources 

Water: No natural resource is more precious m Afghanistan than 
water The majority of Afghans do not have access to safe water, 
which together with a lack of sanitation and hygiene have serious 
consequences for the health and w ell being of the populace. 

Forest: Traditionally, Afghanistan's tribes preserved and ranged 
resources through division of land use. However, the most significant 
and visible adverse environmental consequence of the war has been 
the loss of forest cover, a 66.5 % deforestation over period of 30 years 
(1971-99) in the southeastern region„ 
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Environmental degradation 

The laiee-scale movements of population and livestock since late 
1970 have put severe pressure on the environment, increasing 
deforestation and the encroachment of protected parklands. For 
instance, forests decreased by 66,5 % during 1971-1999 in 
southeastern region due to clearing. 

More than 90% of households in the rural area use wood as a source 
of energy. More than 40% of the urban population used charcoal as a 
source of energy. 

The massive desti-uction of livestock in some parts ot the country 
durinu the 23 year war is starving the soil of nutrients previously 
provided by animal manure. 

Desertification , , . j 

Unfortunately, the process of desertification is already advanced m 
many areas of Afghanistan's arid north, west, and south. The severe 
drought of the past four years has been exacerbated by the adverse 
effects of the war on resource management pattems. 

Urban pollution 

Urbanization in Kabul, Heart, Mazar-e- Sharif, and Kandahar are 
currently takins place in an almost totally haphazard fashion. This 
disorganized process is making it virtually impossible tor 
municipalities to plan for and provide even the most management, 
drainage, protection of groundwater supply and quality, household 
and commercial w/astewater management, piped water supply, air 
pollution control, and urban zoning or land-use planning. 

Agrochemicals , , i j 

The use of agrochemicals (fertilizers, insecticides, herbicides, and 
fungicides) has been promoted by Government and donor funded 
agricultural projects in response to the need to increase staple food 
crop and horticultural production. The handling, application, storage 
and transport of agricultural chemicals particularly msecticides and 
herbicides, pose significant environmental and health challenges, 
which will increase as agricultural activities intensifies.

National Accounts 
GDP data 

Since 2002, the GDP estimates are compiled according to the 
1993 UN System of National Accounts (1993 SNA). The GDP 
estimates are constructed in Afghanis (Af) in both current and 
constant 1381 (2002/03) prices. Currently the CSO is 
compiling GDP estimates by economic activities at current and 
constant prices and by expenditure categories at current prices. 

GDP 1383 (2004/05) 

In 1383 (2004/05), real GDP growth was 8.0%, main 
contribution to the growth , are from industry (mainly 
construction) and service . (mostly transportation and 
communication. The economy had started on the road to 
recovery since 2002, The recovery started from extremely low 
levels of activity, a better rebound was to be expected; grew at 
28.6 % in 1381 and again in 15.7% in 1382 and 8.0% in 1383, 

The population in 1382 from 22.2 million had increased to 23.2 
million in 1383 accordingly the GDP per capita increased from 
US$ 206 in 1382 to US$ 231 in 1383, 

Agriculture 

Afghanistan is an agricultural country and 80% of population 
lives in rural area. The agricultural value added is estimated to 
be 35% of GDP in 1383. Agricultural production declined by - 
143% in 1383 was due to the fiercely drought. Overall cereal 
production declined substantially by about 20%) from 42 
million tons in 1382 to 3.4 million tons in 1383. Wheat 
production had declined the most by about 3 1 % from 3.5 
million tons in 1382 to 2A in 1383. The rest of agriculture 
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sector in 1383 such as: vegetable, fruits, livestock, and forestrv^ 
showed moderate increase (See agriculture section for details). 

Industry 

In 1383, the industrial sector contributed 26% of the GDP of 
which most of the manufacturing are producing mainly for 
domestic consumption and import substitution, i.e. wheat flour, 
bread and other bakeiy product, meat, sugar, salt, soap, toilet 
paper, etc= 

Overall industry output grew at 44%> in 1383; this is because 
the sector came from very low base and many factories had 
been besun renovated and recovered. The highest growth in the 
sector came from food, beverage, & tobacco (47.8%), 
especially the cooking oil production had increased by almost 
three folds due to a new private factory entered the market. 
The other high growth also occurred in wood & wood 
products, chemical products (soaps) and paper & paper 
products (see industry section for details). 

Electricity, water and gas 

Due to unusually dry weather conditions in most parts of the 
country between May and (3ctober 2004, output decreased by - 
13% for hydro power of public electricity from 631.7 million 
kw/h in 1382 to 550,9 kw/h in 1383. However, public 
electricity generated by thermal and diesel had increased 
slightly. In the private electricity, particular for household and 
factory generators had increased substantially. The gas 
production also increased substantially in 1383 (see Tables 
10.8—10.10). The overall increase in electricity, water, and 
gas was about 1 5% in 1383, 



Construction and public work: 

The sector has been increasing at a rapid rate since 138L In 
1383, the overall growth was 45%. Most of the private large 
building and residential constructions are in the cities 
particularly in Kabul City. Also public construction such as 
roads, highways, bridges, schools, hospitals, airports, etc. are 
built mai|ily by donors. Based on UNHCR estimates, 3.5 
millions refugees had returned since the end of the war. The 
demand for housing is very high in both urban and rural areas 
for the large influx of these returnees. 

Services 

The overall service output growth w^as about 20% in 1383. The 
main contributions are from wholesale and retailed trade, 
restaurants and hotels (30%) transportation and communication 
(24%) particularly the mobile phones, and banking (1 Wo). 

The wholesale and retail trade, restaurants and hotel production 
has achieved remarkable progress during the past three years 
1381-83 following the end of the war. The situation was 
favorable due to the increase of purchasing power of the 
population, particularly with the high GDP growth for the past 
three years and more than three million returnees particular 
those from Europe and USA, The increase of international 
community living in Afghanistan also contributed to the 

area. 

GDP by expenditure categories 

The GDP by expenditure for the past three years 1381-83 
shows the private consumption and expenditure estimates are 
higher than GDP averaging by about 20%. The total 
consumption and expenditure (private and government) are 
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around 30% above GDP, This shows that the Afghanistan has 
negative gross domestic savings of 30 % of GDP or Af 77 
billion (US$ 1 .6 billion). Fortunately, the deficits were 
financed by donors each year. The gross domestic tlxed 
investment as percentage of GDP increased steadily from 13% 
to 16% and 20% for 1381-83 respectively. This shows the 
people had confident in the Government in rebuild and 
investment in the country. 

Resource balance 

The negative resource balance of Afghanistan is very large 
compared to the other countries in region. In 2003, resource 
balance as percentage of GDP are for Turkmenistan -1%, 
Tajikistan -19, Uzbekistan +7%), Iran +2%o, Pakistan 0%, India 
^3%, and Afghanistan -51% in 1382 (2003/04). In 1383, the 
exports and imports of good and non-factor service were 33%) 
and 83%o respectively.

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Agriculture Development 

About 12% of the country's total land is arable, 3% is under forest 
cover, 46% is under permanent pastures, and the remaining 39% is 
mountainous. Agriculture has been the mainstay of the Afghan 
economy although decades of war and three years of drought have 
depressed agricultural activities and contributed to the degradation of 
the natural resource base.

Given highly variable rainfall and concomitant variations in 
production from the rainfed sector, the irrigated sector traditionally 
provided 85% of all crops. However, since 1978, the irrigable area 
has declined by about 60% turning a country that was approaching 
self-sufficiency in crop production into a major importer of food 
grains, fruit and vegetables. 

Wheat is the staple crop, accounting for about 83% of total cereal 
consumption in Afghanistan. Other grains include rice, maize, 
barley, and pulses. Potatoes, onions, and several fruit crops 
including melons, water melons, apricots, pomegranates and grapes 
are also produced both for domestic consumption and exports. 
Exports of dried fraits and nuts, mainly apricots and almonds, are 
still a significant source of foreign exchange but they are nowhere 
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near the levels of the 1980s when Afghan dried fruits accounted for 
almost 60% of the world market share., 

Agriculture statistics 

For the last tw^o decades, there has been no systematic collection and 
analysis of agricultural statistics. Any records that were collected in 
the Soviet, post-Soviet and pre-Taliban eras were destroyed as part 
of the "purification process" introduced by the Taliban. This created 
a vacuum of information causing this report to rely on any remaining 
archives; the Land Cover Atlas produced by FAO/UNDP in 1993: 
FAO/WFP Mission reports; short-teim consultant Mission reports 
and the experience of local and expatriate agriculturalists familiar 
with the country and its practices. 

2003 exceptional year for major crops 

Aggregate 2003 cereal production is estimated at 4.2 million tones, 
1 7% up from 2002 crop. 

In 2003, in spite of the locust outbreak in part of the country, overall 
cereal production in 2003 has recovered strongly due mainly to 
improved precipitation. Comparing to 2002 (see Table 83), overall 
crop production increased by about 17% of which wheat (30%). 

Wheat 

Wheat, the main staple, is grown each year under irrigated and 
rainfed conditions, the contribution from the latter changing 
according to climatic conditions. This notwithstanding, significant 
areas of rainfed wheat are sown each year as farmers plant 
optimistically in winter and early spring, however, even in the best 
years the irrigated sector provides 60% of the supply, rising to 95% 
when the rains fail. 

Regarding the irrigated sector, of the 2.5 million hectares estimated 
to have been irrigated regularly in 1978, only some 44% are now 
thought to be productive. In 2002, rainfed wheat, in particular, has 
recovered significantly in major growing areas of the north and 



western provinees compared to the previous three drought afTected 
years. 

Other grains 

Other grains include; barley, maize, rice, and millet are grown in 
north-eastern and eastem provinces. Barley is grown as a 
winter/spring sown crop in both the irrigated and rainfed sectors. 
Maize is an irrigated crop, late spring sown following winter fallow 
and both maize and rice are grown as second season crops in ex- 
wheat fields where irrigation w^ater is available. Except for barley, 
for which a larger area is noted, area estimates for other grains are 
similar to last year, but lower than areas reported in 1998 and 1999. 

Vegetables 

Grown by most farm families for home consumption, an estimated 
6% of the total irrigated area was noted last year to be planted with 
vegetables. Water melons, melons and okra were noted to be the 
most common summer vegetables. Specialist areas for onions and 
potatoes were noted in the central, eastern, and north-eastern 
provinces respectively. Potato yields from 17 to 35 tlia was reported 
from areas as diverse as Badakhshan and Wardak. 

Fruits 

The core of the traditional valley-oasis structures contain a variety of 
fruit trees with apples, pomegranates, apricots, mulberries, grapes 
and ahnonds accounting for some2 % of the planting. In both 
Kandahar and in Wardak (Nirkh district), the orchards had died from 
lack of water in the past three years. In same locations, small fruits 
this year signaled reduced yields and lower income for the market 
gardeners. By contrast, almonds and mulberries noted at other 
localities in the central and Northern provinces appeared to be 
performing well.

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Industry Development 

Current situation 

In the year 2004, the industrial sector contributed 26 per cent of the 
GDP (of which 14.2 per cent for mining, manufacturing, electricity 
and water and 5.2 per cent construction). Most of manufac tinging are 
producing mainly for domestic consumption and import substitution, 
i.e. flour, bread and other bakeiy product, meat, preserved fruits, 
sugar, salt, soap, toilet paper, etc. 

Mining 

Afghanistan is rich in mineral resources and offers the potentials for 
considerable future development. Coal, natural gas, salt, and have 
been commercially exploited in the past. There are deposits of iron, 
barites, talc, and mica and significant reserv^es of copper. Also there 
are some oil reserves. 

Electricity, water and gas 

At present, electricity in the country is being produced by hydro, 
diesel, and thermal powers. Afghanistan is potentially a rich resource 
of hydroelectric power. Based on available data, the total generation 
of electricity in 2004 decreased by 8.8% compared to 2003, 
Water 

CuiTently there is only one public running water enterprises in 
Afghanistan. Most of the water sources in the urban areas are from 
ground water and in rural area are from rivers, springs, and ground 
water. 

Gas 

Natural gas has potential; unfortunately, currently there is no 
complete data available. Small scale of gas mainly for cooking have 
been imported by traders. 

Construction 

Construction and public works: This sector has been increasing 
substantially since the end of the war in December, 2001, During the 
Taliban years, construction activities such as dams, roads, iiTigation, 
building, were very minimum. The effort by donors to aid 
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Afghanistan on reconstruction together with renovating existing 
infrastmcture and new construction by public and private sectors 
made the construction boom in 2004. The overall construction output 
increased by 3.6 times in 2004 compared to 2003, particularly in 
Kabul City. This is due to the high demand for housing and shops in 
urban areas and the large influx of returnees in rural areas.

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After the war ended in late 2001, wholesale and retail trade, transportation 
and communication, public administration and defense, ownership of 
dwellings, technical assistance and other services, all had relatively 
stronger growth in 2003. The overall service output growth vv^as(67 million 
Afs ) in 2003. 

Land Transportation 

Afghanistan's transport system is dommated by land transport, which 
serves the two functions of increasing accessibility withm the countiy and 
assisting rural development. In one year from 2003 to 2004, the total 
number of cars registered in Afghanistan was340,000 to 402,000, an 
increase of 18%. By far, private cars and taxi increased the most. Lonies 
also increased substantially from 76,000 to 83,000 and buses also 
increased from 40,000 to 41,000. 

Air Transport 

For air transport, the countiy has one international airport and many small 
airfields, three of which are tarmacked. 

Air traffic (the number of flights) has been increasing substantially since 
the end of war in late 2001 especially vvith respect with the international 
traffic. 

Communication 

Communication has been strongly developing since the end of the war. 
The number of telephone subscribers has increased substantially from 
35,000 in 2001 to 154,000 in 2002, an increase of more than tliree folds. 
Especially, mobile phones have significantly grown since early 2002 
reaching 150,000 units. 

Bankn and Insurance 

At the end of 2001, A%hanistan^ system was m a dismal state. The 
counti-\^ had essentially become entirely cash43ased. Banks had stopped 
functioniim during the Taliban years and whatever fmancial infrastructure 
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had survived the many years of coiillict w-as m \erv poor conuitioir 
Confidence in national currency (Afghani)' was low\ As of today, the 
condition has changed very little, fherc are no private commercial banks 
and no insurance companies m the ^ countiy. Subsequently, ibi. 
added in banking and insurance is very small.

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Inflation and exchange rate 

Inflation (Consumer Price Index) 

The Central Statistics Office (CSO) had published consumer price index (CPI) for 
the nation for the first time in Afghanistan since April 2004 (the first month of 
1383). Also, for the first time, the CSO published the annual national CP! in May 
2005. It includes CPIs for six major cities representing their regions namely 
Kabul, Hirat, Kandahar, Jalalabad, Mazar-e- Sharif and Khost. In addition, the 
CSO continued'^publishing Kabul CPI with the long series on the base December 
2002=100. 

The main purpose of the index is to provide the Government, enterprises and 
households with a general measure of consumer price inflation. The CPI and its 
monthly movements are used as key targets for monetary and fiscal policy. They 
are also widely used in adjusting for inflation business contracts, employees' 
salaries and retirees' pensions and other social benefits. However, due to its fixed 
basket of goods, the CPI is considered as an approximation of a cost-of-living 
index* 

A Brief Note on the CPI Methodology Used 

The National and Kabul CPIs follow international recommendations with regard 
to the concepts, coverage, classifications and formula used. For national CPI, it is 
a weighted aggregate of the CPIs for Kabul, Herat, Kandahar, Jalalabad, Mazar-e- 
Sharif and Khost. The city weights are the population totals for each city 
including surrounding provinces. With some modifications, the Kabul consumer 
basket with its commodity composition and weights has been used in the other 
cities for the aggregation of items to expenditure groups and the overall index. 
The basket includes 202 important goods and services, typically consumed by 
urban middle and low-income households. Each item selected account for at least 
O.l percent of total household spending (equivalent to about 5 Afghanis per 
mcmth). For each item, prices are collected from three shops located in the central 
vCts or main shopping streets of each city). A total of about 600 monthly price 
jtations are obtained for each city. The Laspeyre formula is used to calculate 

For Kabul CPI, the consumer basket developed by the CSO is composed of 202 
goods and services. Each item selected accounts for at least O.l percent of total 
household consumer spending (equivalent to about 5.00 Afghanis per month). 
Price collection started in December 2002 in four districts of Kabul, selected to 
represent both low and middle-income households. In each district and for each 
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item, three shops are visited. A total of about 2,400 price quotations are collected 
each month. 

Recent development 

The inflation rate measured by the overall consumer price index (CPI) for the 
nation was 10.4% for the year 1383, Hirat inflation was the highest at 16.7%, 
followed by Kabul 14.2% and Kandahar 9.4%. The increase for the year for the 
nation was largely from the nonfood items of 15.0%. The main contribution was 
from Hirat of 22.9%, Kabul 19.0% and Kandahar 13.6%.

Food prices 

The national overall prices for food had increased by 7,4% for the year 1383, the 
highest came from Hirat (12.8%) and Kabul (1 L2%),The main contributing to the 
increase in prices for the years for the nation were bread and cereals (14.1%o) and 
meat (8.5%). This was because of the drought and the increase in taxes during 
1383. 

Non-food prices 

The nation non-food prices increased 15.0% for the year 1383, again Hirat were 
highest 22.9% followed by Kabul 19.0%, The main contributing to the increase in 
prices for the year for the nation was rent (48,0%»), transportation (24.6%o) 
electricity and fuels (12.1%). Rent was due mainly to the influx of Afghan 
migrants from Pakistan and Iran. Transportation was due to the price of petroleum 
increased in the world market. 
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Employment: 



To arri\e a! the manpower data, the entire population of 
Afghanistan has been divided into two groups; the econornieally 
active population and econoniaily non-active population. All the 
people Within the age groups of 15-60 who are able to work 
constitute the economically population. On this basis of estimated 
population of 23,2 million in 1383 ( 2004 people able to work are 
about 10.5 million. 

Currently, there are no official unemployment estimates in 
Afghanistan. However, the administrative report produced 
estimates of the economically active population, public 
employment including in the public enterprise sector. Also based 
on ad-hoc estimation, about 82% of the active population was in 
agriculture, 5,7% in industry, and the rest in the service sector. 
In the agriculture sector, 30% were women and 70% men. 

Afghanistan faces hieh youth unemployment rates. The number 
of unskilled young people is estimated at three million and their 
ranks rise by some 300000 per annum. There is also evidence 
of high under-employment in rural areas and increasing 
unemployment in the urban areas. Poverty alleviation can be best 
achived by raising productivity of the resources owned by poor 
people, which is primarily labor. 

The employment challenger are enormous, it is essential for long- 
term peac building and poverty reduction to tackle the problems. 
Employment creation will pay a major role in contributing 
to socio-economic transition required to orient Afghan society and 
economic toward peace. 
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Eicbange rates 

At the end of 2001, Afghanistan's system was in a dismal state. The 
country had essentially become entirely cash-based. Banks had 
stopped functioning during the Taliban years and whatever financial 
infrastructure had survived the many years of conflict was in very 
poor condition. Confidence in national currency (Afghani) was low 
as Afghani had lost much of its value following years of high 
inflation. In September 2002 the new afghani was introduced and 
the conversion rate was 1,000 old Afghani = 1 new Afghani 

Eeeeiit Devetopmeiit 

Da Afghanistan Bank (DAB) quotes on a daily basis an official 
Afghani (Af)/US$ exchange rate based on the early morning rate in 
the free market of the money changers. The Afghani has stabilized 
relatively against the US dollar since December 2002, owing to the 
completion of money changeover, large humanitarian aid flows and 
favorable weather resulting increase in cereal production 
subsequently less imports of food stuff. In light of the appreciation 
of the US dollar vis-a-vis major currencies and the inflation 
differential vis-a-vis Afghanistan's trading partners, the stability of 
the Afghanis-US dollar rate resulted in an appreciation of the 
effective exchange rate since December 2002. The Afghani at the 
free market rate, in nominal terms, has appreciated against the US 
dollar by about 1.4% in 1382 and again 1.2% 1383, from monthly 
average Afs 49.92 per US dollar in April 2004 to Afs 49.44 in March 
2005. 

The Kabul-based Consumer Price Index (CPI), shows remarkable 
stability following the initial surge in inflation when the new 
currency was introduced in October 2002. In view of the 
significantly large import content of consumer goods, inflation is 
heavily influenced by movements in exchange rate. The exchange 
rate has been stable at around Afs 48-50 to US$1 in 1383. The 
monetary stability has been achieved largely due to no deficit 
financing policy of the Afghan Central Bank (Da Afghanistan Bank) 
and the conversion of large sums of foreign aid into Afghani. Figure 
13.2 below shows the national CPI and the exchange rate index.

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External trade 

The official recorded export of goods is about S"^*^ million in 
200^; it does not include smuggling and re-exports. The official 
recorded import of goods for 200^ was S'^^'^^ million (some of 
which were re-exported).. The miports also exclude smuggling and 
duty-free donor imports. 

The main regional players in terms of cross-border trade have been 
Pakistan and Iran. Jalalabad and Herat have become the hubs of 
trade because most of external trade by land passes through these 
two cities. 

Goods export receipts per capita in Afghanistan were around 
USS>^»v in 200'^, which is ten times lower than the South Asia 
average of USS48. Total exports of goods increased by "^^^% from 
USS^^^ million in 20(r to USS^*^ million in 200^\ This was 
largely due to substantial increases in the price of raisins. Exports of 
goods represented only *^»'^% of GDP in 2()()^ . 

Imports (cif) also registered an increase in 2004 of 3.6 (from 
USSn02 mill ion in 2003 to US$^,^77 million m 2004), Spare parts 
of machines is decreased but metal production and petroleum oil are 
mcreased . About the food tea and veg^oil are decreased because the 
preveuse stock is over use and some of tea and veg. Oil are imported 
by NGOs and other agencies .

Fiscal Developmeril 

Ccire boclget deficit without grants in percentage of GDP increased 
from ~]43% in 1382 to -16.2% in 1383 and in Afs terms, from 
31.4 billion to -40.1 billion and with grants it was -0.2 billion to 
estimated 1 . 1 billion for the same period. 

Revetiiie: Xhe performance slightly fell short of the programmed 
targets by less than 1% of the total targeted revenue with a target of 
Af 12.78 billion and realization of 12.69 billion in 1383« The target 
was almost met because the Customs duties exceeded their target by 
approximately 20% (constituted 50% of domestic revenue), 
compensating for the shortfall in tax and nontoxic revenues. 

Cure budget operating expendifiire: The core operating budget 
expenditures in increased substantially from Afs 2L9 billion in 1382 
to 26,7 billion in 1383. However, the 1383 core operating 
expenditures fell short of the original budget of Afs 30.3 billion. 
This is mainly due to the delays in recruiting teachers and in 
implementing the civil service restructuring program (PRJR), 

Oevelopoieot budget: In 1383, core budget development spending 
amounted to Afs 133 billion and external development budget 
spending, which is implemented directly by donors, was committed 
at 4,3$ billion of vvhich 1.4$ billion respectively. This is due mainly 
to: a) the lack of capacity in the line ministries and implementing 
agencies to develop and implement the projects: b) the lead time 
required to design and initiate projects: c) security concerns 

Fiscal! policy and liiiclgeiary fraiwework 

Fiscal sustainabiiity is a key objective of the Government and the 
foundation of Afghanistan's approach to reconstruction and 
development as outlined in the National Development Framework 
and Securing Afghanistan's Future, Ensuring the national budget is 
the central instrument of policy and reform is an underlying 
imperative to this objective. 
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In this regard, the Government is committed to: 

• increasing domestic revenues over the.tnedium to long term 
to cover the costs of the operating budget of the 
Government; 

• Exercising restraint over civil service salary expenditures; 

• Ensuring effective prioritization of public spending through 
the budget process; 

• Continuing improvements to the environment to facilitate 
private sector investments; and 

• Enhancing fiscal transparency and accountability to ensure 
public funds are put to good use. 

The fiscal strategy in Securing Afghanistan's Future includes 
targets aimed at enabling the Government to finance its wage bill 
from domestic revenues by 1387 (2008/09) and the total operating 
expenditures by 1392 (2013/14). In particular the Government wants 
to create a self-sustaining Afghanistan that can fund its operations, 
including its social sector, security sector and its investments in its 
infrastructure (as well as provision for its maintenance). On the 
expenditure side, the Government wants to ensure that within the 
overall fiscal strategy, expenditures fit within a sustainable medium- 
term fiscal envelope and, given the very limited resources, that these 
are directed toward the highest priority needs. 

The Government is committed to implementing fiscal refomis during 
! 384 and in particular plans to: 

• take steps to integrate the development and operating 
budgets; 

• align the development budget during the 1385 budget 
formulation process with the proposed interim National 
Development Strategy to improve prioritization including 
strengthening linkages between the budget and national 
policies; 

• build the capacity of ministries to develop and analyze sector 
programs and to improve the quality of their budget 
submissions;

• examine the projects listed in the budget during the 1384 
Mid- Year Review and identify and implement strategies to 
accelerate project deliver}' and remove or reduce funding to 
underperforming programs; 

• enact and implement the Public Expenditure and Financial 
Management Law; 

• improve the budget formulation and execution process; 

• ensure Parliamentarv' engagement and appnnal of the 1385 
Budget; 

• produce a budget for 1385 that is transparent on provincial 
allocations; and 

• establish and build capacity in fiscal coordination and 
analysis including a medium-tenn fiscal framew^ork (MTFF) 
for the national budget. 

In particular, the Government intends to develop a Medium-Term 
l iscal Framework which will attempt to project expenditure and 
revenues over the medium term horizon. This will be an essential 
planning tool that will allow Government to assess its 1385 budget in 
terms of fiscal sustainabilily over time as well as evaluating impacts 
t f Government policy. In addition, the Government is committed to 
key donor conditions that include developing an MTFF (PISB I for 
SBOra and PISB II for a .farther SBOm). 

Finally, the Government is looking forward to implementing a new 
legal framework for the budget (the Public Finance and Expenditure 
Management Liww), This law will lead to improved standards of 
I'Udget formulation, financial management, budget transparency, 
^ cDorting and auditing.

Afghanistan's reconstruction is not possible without the strong 
support from international community. At a donor meeting in 
November 2001, the World Bank, the Asian Development Bank 
(ADB), and UNDP were asked to produce a preliminary needs 
assessment for Afghanistan's reconstruction. According to their 
assessment US$14.5 billion would be needed over a period of 10 
years for economic and social recovery, excluding humanitarian 
assistance. This assessment was well received by donors in the 
January Tokyo conference. 

Recent dieveiopment 

At end of August 2004, of the promise made so far about US$ 2. 1 
billion grant money pledged and US$ 026 billion loans have been 
committed for specific projects. About 87% of the grant pledged for 
the period has been disbursed. 

The disbursement rate against the pledges is high. However, in 
comparison to other recent post-conflict settings, disbursements per 
capita are low.

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Note that a significant amount of these funds have been used to meet 
humanitarian and relief needs leaving reconstruction neglected. 

Bilaterf ] aid 

Overall aid pledged by bilateral donors since January 2004 is 
US$4422 million of which US$3046 million had been disbursed bv 
the end of Dec. 2004 (a 68.9% disbursement/pledge ratio). Japan has 
pledged US$200 million of which USS 100 has been disbursed (a 
50% disbursement/pledge ratio). Followed by the LJnited States who 
pledged US$2300 million of which US$1750 million has been 
disbursed (a 76.1% disbursement/pledge ratio). Thirdly Germany ^ 
which pledged US$96 million with US$92.4 million disbursed (a 
96.2% of disbursement/pledge ratio). Fourthly, the United Kingdom 
which pledged US$125.4 million with US$163.6 million disbursed 
(a 130.5% disbursement/pledge ratio), and fifthly, Iran with US$50 
million pledged and US$48 million disbursed (a 96% 
disbursement/pledge ratio). 

Multilateral aid 

Overall assistance pledged by multilateral donors since end of the 
war is US$901 million of which US$393.2 million had been 
disbursed by end of 2004 (a 43.6% disbursement/pledge ratio). ). 
The European Union pledged US$294 million with US$131 million 
disbursed (a 49.3% disbursement/pledge ratio). The World Bank li is 
pledged US$285.1 million in tutal and so far 53% has been disbursec' 
, and almost all were credits (soft loan). The Asian Development 
Bank also pledged US$181.5 million and US$ 57.3 million has been 
disbursed (an 25% disbursement/pledge ratio), which was mainly 
credits.

All estimates are derived from the data 
in different sections such as national accounts, balance of paytnents. social 
indicators, tlierefore. its delnntions can also be found in tlie eotTesponding 
section. ]"he comparison data cd'Soytfj .Asia and h.)w- income country group are 
drawn from the World Bank. \Ml\ and UN data files. The indicators in these 
tables provide an oversew of economic recovery and recent social 
developments. 
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Q^iniitons 

Annual inflation rate is annua! average growth rate in consumer price index 
((. PI). C P! rellects changes in the cost to the average consumer of acquirnig a 
fixed basket of goods and services. 

Life expectancy at birth is the number oi\ears a new- born infant would live if 
prevaihng patterns of mortahty at the tmie of its birth were to stay the same 
througliout Its hfe. 

Crojvs primary school cnroiment ratio is the ratio of total enrolmenn 
regardless of age, to the population of the age group that officially coiresponds 
(age (>■■ 12) to the level of education shown. 

Population growth is the annual percentage increase m the number of people. 

Population density is the midyear resident population divided by the surface 
area m square kdometres. 

Fertility rate (total) is the average number of children that would be born alive 
to women durmg her liietime. if she were to bear children at each age in 
accordance with prevailing age -specific fertility rales. 

Literacy % population age 15-t- is defined as the proportion of the population 
ot^ age 15 and above who can read and v\rite. 

Under 5-mortality rate is the probability that a newborn baby will die before 
i*eachins mc 5; 

Growth rate is the annual percentage change. 

GDP price deflator is calculated implicitly by dividing annual GDP at curreni 
prices by the correspondtng GDP at constant prices. The GDP deflator is the 
broadest- based measure of inflation, showing price movements for all goods and 
services produced in the econoiny. 

GDP per capita in USS is the sum of gross value added of all resident 
producers at purchasers' prices (market prices) divided by the population 
(midyear) and converted into US dollars (annual average exchange rates). 
Gross domestic savings are calculated as the difference between GDP and total 
consumption. 



Population (Tables 2) 

About the data 

Knowing the size, growth rate, and age distribution of Afghan population is 
important for the weffare of Afghan citizens, assessing the productive capacity 
and estimating the qiiantity of goods and services that will be needed to meet the 
fiiture needs. Thus the Government, development partners, businesses, and 
anyone interested in analysing economic performance must have accurate 
population estimates. 

No census has been conducted since 1979 (the one and only in Afghanistan), 
Over two decades of war threatened both lives and livelihoods. The war has 
claimed nearly 1.5 million live and has displaced roughly 8 million people. 
Subsequently, accurate statistics about the size, distribution, composition, 
growth rates and socio-economic characteristics of the population in 
Afghanistan are currently unavailable. 

After the war ended in late 200 L a greater urgency for making up tliis deficiency 
and top priority was formed to conduct a pre-population census mainly to be 
used for upcoming election in mid- 2004, Also plan is underway by CSO and 
UNFPA to conduct population census after the election in 2004, 

The sources of population data are mainly from the 1979 population census. 

Definitions 

Population estimates are from C'SO, and based on the population census 1979 
(the first and only); the other years were intei^polated estimates. They are based 
on the defacto definition of population, which counts all residents regardless of 
legal status or citizenship. 

Crude birth rate is annual number of births per 1 ,000 population. 

Crude death rate is annual number of deaths per 1,000 populaiion. 

Economic active population is the estimated population age 15 and above, and 
typically provides a rough estimate of the economically active populaiion. 
Active population includes employed, unemployed (actively seeking for job), 
self-employed. 
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Inactive population includes students, retired people, housework (wife or 
husband), those not interest in working people, others, and others not identified 
(Nl) people. 

Employment (Tables 3) 

To arrive at the manpower data, the entire population of Afghanistan has been 
divided into two groups; the economically active population and econoraicaily 
non-active population. All the people within the age groups of 15-60 who are 
able to work constitute the economically population. Currently, there are no 
official unemployment estimates in Afghanistan. However, the administrative 
report produced estimates of the economically active population, public 
employment including in the public enterprise sector. 

Population aged 15-64 is the number of people who could potentially be 
eco nom ica 1 ly acti v e , 

Labour force comprises people who are the economically active: all people 
who supply labour f{>r the production of goods and services during a specified 
period. It includes both the employed and the unemployed. 

Females as a percentage of the labor force show the extent to which women 
are active in the labour force. 

Education and Human Resources Development (Tables 4) 

AiKMThsLilMi 

Education has long viewed as a key to social and economic development. 
Education was also seen to be the principal means of increasing the quantity and 
quality of human capital available in the economy. Studies found social and 
private returns to investment in education to be comparable to, or higher than, 
returns to investments in physical capital.. And the experience of developing 
countries has shown that education helps to reduce poverty and strengthen the 
civil institutions that support sound economic and social policies, 

ITefimtigns 

Public expenditure on education is the percentage of CiNP accounted for by 
public spending on public education plus subsidies to private education at the 
primary, secondary and tertiary levels. 



Ciross primary school eiirolmeiit ratio is the ratio of total enrolment, 

regardless t^f age. fu the poptilation t»!^' the age group that ofllcial correspoiids 
(age 12) fo ihe level of education hhov\'a. 

Net pririKiry school enrolmertt ratio is tlie ratio of the number of children of 

offieial sehtH)! ages (6-12 ) enrolled in prmiary schcK)! to the number of children 
of official sehoiM age in the popuJaiion 

Secondary sclfool enrolment data are cakailaied in the same manner, and again 
the definition of seeondarv school aiie difl^rs anions countnes. It is most 
eomrnonlv considered to be 12 to 17 vears. laite entrv of sludenls as well as 
repeiiuon and the phenomenon ol'"bune[nng" m imal grades can influence these 
ratios, 

lertiarv enrotmeiU data are calculated bv drvidine the number of pupifs 
enrolled m all post- secondary schools and uni\ersities by the population age 20 
to 24, although people above and below this age group may be registered m 
tertiary msi nut ions.

Gross enrolment ratio is the ratio of total enrolment, regardless of age group 

that officially correspoiids to the level of education shown. 

Primary education is ediicalion at the tirsi level (International Standard 

ilassi ilcation of" f ducaUon fSCI.i)- level), fhe mam lunction is to provide 

the basic elements of education ul elementary or primary school. Duration of 
prnnary education is the minimum number (d' grades (years) a child is expected 
to cover m primary scliooiing. 

Secondary education is education at the second level (International Standard 

Classification of F-,ducation- IS(, F'J) - levels 2 and 3). The main function is to 
provide general or specialised instruction at middle, secondary, or high school. 
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teacher training school, and vocational or technical schools; this level of 
education is based on at least lour years of instruction at the first level. 

Tertiary education is education at the third level (International Standard 
Classification of Education ISCED levels 5, 6, and 7), such as universities, 
teachers colleges and higher professional schools. It requires as a minitnum 
condition of admission the successful completion of education at the second 
level or evidence of the attainment of an equivalent level of knowledge. 

Net enrolment ratio is the ratio of the number of children of official age 
enrolled in school to Ihe number of children of official school age in the 
population. 

Female pupils as % of total pupils includes enrolments in public and private 
schools but excliide certain specialised schools and training program. 

Health (Tables 5) 

Ab()ui the data 

Access to health, access to nutrition, and access to clean water, and sanitation 
are globally recognized as basic human rights. However, these rights are not 
available for most people in Afghanistan. 

Good health is a tundamental aspect of the well being of a population. Further, 
it is positively related to the economic development of a country, since latent 
diseases and malnutrition prevent populations from working and providing for 
their needs as well as those of their family. Yet access to health care, nutrition 
and clean water remains severely limited in Afghanistan today. 

Ministry of Public Health and UNICEF generally compile health data. 



Definitions 

Public health expenditure consists of recurrent and capital spending from 
govemment budget, external borrowings, and grants (including donations from 
international agencies and non-governmental organisation.

Access to health care is measured by the share o1' population lor wliom 
treatment of common diseases and injuries, iticluding essential drugs on the 
national list, is available wilhm one hour's walk or travel. 

Access to safe water sliovvs the percentage of the population with reasonable 
access to adequate amounts of safe water ( including treated surface waters or 
untreated but uncontaminated w'ater from sources such as springs. sanitar\ wells, 
and protected boreholes). In an urban area such a source mav he a public 
fountain or stand post located not more than 2()() meters away. In rural areas 
access implies that members of the liouseru)ld do not have to spend a 
disproportionate part of the day fetching w ater. 

Access to an improved water source reiers to the percentage of the population 
with reasonable access to an adequate amount of w ater trom improved source, 
such as a household well or spring, and rainwater collection. Unimproved 
sources include vendors, tanker, trucks, and unprotected wells and springs. 
Reasonable access is detined as the availabiiity of at least 20 hires a person a 
day iVorn a source within one kilometre of the dwelling. 

Access to sanitation refers to the |)ereentage ol the population witii at least 
adequate disposal tacilities that can effectively prevent human. anuriaL and 
insect contact with excreta. 

Child immunisation measures the rate of vaccmation coverage of children 
under one year of age for four diseases measles and OPT ( diphtheria, pertussis 
or whooping cough, and tetanus), A child is considered adequately immunised 
against measles after receiving one dose of vaccine, and against DP! alter 
receivina two or three doses of vaccine, dependmi! on ilie immumsation sclieme. 

Birth attended by health staff reler to the percentage of deliveries attended by 
personnel trained to give the necessary supervision, care and advice to woman 
during pregnancy, labour, and the postpartum period, to conduct deliveries on 
their own, and to care for the new-born and the infant. 

Low-birth-weight infants are the percentage of babies born weighting less than 
2,500 grams.

Percentage of population with access to safe water is the share of the 
population with reasonable access to an adequate amount ol sale water 
(including treated surlace water and untreated but uncontaminated water, such as 
from springs, sanitary wells, and pioiectcd boreholes). In urban areas the source 
may be a public lountain or standpipe located not more ilian 200 meters away in 
rural areas the dellnitions implies that members of the liouseliold do not have to 
spend a dispropt^riionale pari of the day letchmg water. An adequate amount of 
safe water is that needed to satisly metabolic, hygienic, and domestic 
requirements-usual !y about 20 lures a person a day.

Prevalence of uiider-nourishment is the percentage of the population that is 
under nourishment. 

Prevalence of child malnutrition is the percentage of children under five 
whose weight for age and height for age are less than minus two standard 
deviations from the median for the international reference population aged 0-59 
months. For children up to two years of age, height is measured by recumbent 
length. For older cliildren, height is measured by stature while standing. 

Incidence of tuberculosis is the estimated number of new tuberculosis cases 
(pulmonary, smear positive, extra pulmonary). 

Prevalence of tuberculosis is the number of people suffering from 
tuberculosis. 

Consumption of iodized salt refers to the percentage of households that use 
edible salt fortified with iodine. 

Child mortality rate is the probability of dying between the ages of one and 
five. 

Environment Indicators (Tables 6) 

About the data 

The natural environment presents familiar opportunities: rich soils, abundant 
water, natural beauty, minerals, energy, forests, and fish, all sources of income 
and human welfare. Some, with proper management, are renewable. But others 
are exhaustible. 

Afghanistan's natural resources land, forests, wildlife, and water •- have been 

an important source of household and national income, providing the basis for 
farming, fishing, energy production, and tourism. These resources have been 
degraded by excessive demand arising from agriculture and household energy. 

The environment data sources are primarily drawn directly from World Bank 's 
World Development Indicators" publication. ^ 

Definitions 

Rural population density is the rural population divided by the arable land 
area. 
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Urban population areas are Kabul City, Herat, Kandahar. Khost. .lalalabad, 
Maza-e-sharif, Kudu/ and other cities. 

Forest areas refer to natural stands of woody vegetation in which trees 
predominant. 

Annual deforestation refers to the permanent conversion of natural forest area 
to other uses, including shifting cultivation, permanent agriculture, ranching, 
settlements, or infrastructure development. Deforested areas do not include 
areas logged, but intended for regeration or areas degraded by fuelwood 
gathering, acid precipitation, or forest fires. The extent and percentage of total 
area shown refers to the average annual deforestation of natural forest area. 
Nationally protected areas refers to areas of at least 1 ,000 hectares that fall into 
one of five management categories: scientific reserves and strict nature 
reserves ; national parks of national or international significance (not materially 
affected by human activity) ; natural monuments and natural landscapes with 
some unique aspects ; managed nature reserves and wildlife sanctuaries ; and 
protected landscapes and seascapes (which may include cultural landscapes). 

Annual freshwater withdrawal refers to total water withdrawal, not counting 
evaporation losses from storage basins. Withdrawals also include water from 
desalination plants in counties where that source is a significant part of all water 
withdraw^al. 

Freshwater withdrawal per capita is calculated by dividing a country's total 
withdrawal by its population in the year for which withdrawal estimates are 
available. 

Total energy use refers to domestic primary energy use before transformation 
to other end- use fuels (such as electricity and refined petroleum products) and is 
calculated as indigenous production plus imports and stock changes, minus 
exports and international marine bunkers. The use of firewood, dried animal 
excrement, and other traditional fuels, although substantial in Afghanistan, is not 
taken into account, because reliable and comprehensive data are not available. 

Energy use per capita is based on total population estimates in the years 
shown. 

GDP per kilogram of commercial energy use is the U.S. dollar estimate of 
GDP produced (at constant 1987 prices) per kilogram of oil equivalent.

N^^tional Accounts (Tables 7) 

Abo ut the data 

National accounts data provide the broadest picaire of a nation's economic 
performance and also provide information on the structure of production in the 
form of gross domestic product (GDP) and its components by kind of activity 
and its components by expenditure. These are the key statistics for assessing a 
nation's economic condition at a given point in time or the trends in a nation's 
economic perfonnance over time. The GDP data also provide a quantitative 
basis for forecasting which is widely use both by analysts and policymakers. 

The Central Statistics Office is responsible for compiling GDP estimates for 
Afghanistan. The estimates are compiled following closely the 1993 
UN/System of National Accounts (SNA). The GDP includes virtually all 
activities pertinent to the production and use of goods and services in 
Afghanistan by residents and non-residents regardless of the allocation to 
domestic and foreign claims. 

The GDP is calculated in Afghanis (Af) in both current and constant 1381 
prices. 



Definition 

Gross domestic product at purchasers' prices (Market Prices) is the sum of 

gross value added by all resident and non-resident producers in the economy at 
producers' prices plus import duties minus imputed bank service charges. It is 
calculated without making deduction for depreciation of fabricated assets or for 
depletion and degradation of natural resources. In Afghanistan, value added is 
the net output of a sector after adding up all outputs and subtracting intermediate 
inputs for agriculture and industry sectors. For service sector, is the adding of 
compensation of employees, mixed income (operating surplus), tax on 
produvtion minus subsidy, and consumption of mixed assets. The industrial 
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origui of value added is determined by Internotional Standard Industrial 
C lassitlcation (ISlC) revision 2. 

Import duties data are drawn directly from the national consolidated budget in 
the duties of the foreign trade section. 

Imputed bank service charges (IBSC) or financial intermediaries services 
indirectly measured is the total property income receivable by fmancia! 
intermediaries minus their total interest payable, excluding the value of any 
property income receivable from the investment of their own funds, and as such 
income does not arise from financial intermediaries. Since it is difficult to 
distribute the IRSC among the industries deemed to have consumed them, IRS(^ 
therefore are shown as a single Ime deduction when the value added of each 
industry is added up to obtain GDP, 

Intermediate consumption is the consumption of inputs in the production 
process. 

Gross domestic product at producers' prices is the sum of the value added in 
the agriculture, industry^ and services sectors. The producer's price is the 
amount receivable by the producer from the purchaser for a unit of a good or 
service produced as output minus any value added taxes (VAT), or similar 
deductible tax, invoiced to the purchaser, it excludes any transport changes 
invoiced separately by the producer. 

Agriculture corresponds to ISlC division 1-.5 and includes forestry and fishing. 
It comprises value added (gross output less the value of their intermediate 
inputs) from forestry, fishing, hunting, and animal husbandry as well as 
cultivated crops. The production data are provided by Ministry of Agriculture, 
FAO and WFP. 

Ail estimates for value added at current prices in agriculture sector are derived 
on the basis of gross output (quantities time annual average producers' prices) 
minus intermediate consumption. The growth rates in quantity output are used 
to arrive at 1381 constant prices. 

Please note: with a high level of subsistence farming, much of agricultural 
production is either not exchanged or not exchanged for money especially since 
the 1979 war. This is because more than 2 million of the returning refugees are 
settled as subsistence farmers, this increases the difficulty of measuring the 
contribution of aericulture to GDP.

Indwsti-^^ comprises value added in mining and quarrying: manufacturing; 
construction, and electricity, gas and water. Manufacturing is a!so reported in 
the breakdown subgroup as in the ISIC. Because of the growing importance of 
manufacturing, the more detailed of the sub-sectors are shown separately in the 
Industry Sector. 

Manufacturing is the sum of gross output less the value of intermediate goods 
consumed in production for industries classified in ISiC major division 3: a) 
food, beverage, and tobacco comprise ISIC division 3 1 : b) textiles and clothing, 
division 32; c) wood and related products, division 33; d) paper and paper 
related products, division 34; e) chemical and petroleum product, groups 351 — 
356; and f) basic metals and mineral products, division 36 and 37. 

All estimates for value added at current prices in industry sector are derived on 
the basis of gross output (quantities time annual average producers' prices) 
minus intermediate consumption. The growth rates in quantity output are used 
to arrive at 2002 constant prices, 0

Services correspond to ISIC division 50-99. They include value added in all o 
other branches of economic activity, i,e. transportation and communication, 
wholesale and retail trade, hotels, restaurants, banking insurance and real estate, 
ownership of dw^ellings, public administration and defence, NGOs, professional, 
and personal services including domestic help, education, health care, garage, 
repair, and other services. 

The estimates on wholesale and retail trade, hotels and restaurants, 
transportation and communication, banking, insurance, non-profit organisations, 
and other services, i.e. entertainment, repair, etc. are derived from in-house 
''Enterprise Survey" of about 700 enterprises. Data on the public administration 
and detence are derived from the Government budget. 

The estimates on value added are based on compensation of employees, mixed 
income (operating surplus), tax on production minus subsidy, and consumption 
of fixed assets. The constiint price series are based on deflating the current 
prices by the respected item in the consumer price index (CPI) of Central 
Statistics Gtfice* 

Total final consumption expenditure is the sum of private and government 
consumption. Government consumption data are drawn directly from the 
national consolidated budget in the current consumption section. 
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Government consumption includes all current expenditure for purchases of 
goods and ser\^ices by all levels of government. These estimates are drawn 
directly from Government budget. 

Private consumption is the value of all goods and services purchased or 
received as income in kind by households and non-profit institutions. It 
excludes purchases of dwellings but includes imputed rent for owner-occupied 
dwellings. It is also a residual item including changes in stock and data 
discrepancies in the use of resources. 

Gross domestic tlxed investment consists of outlays on additions to the fixed 
assets of the economy. Fixed assets cover land improvements (fences, ditches, 
drains, etc.) plant, machinery and equipment (durable goods) purchases; and the 
construction of roads, and the like, including commercial and industrial 
buildings, offices, schools, hospital, and private residential dwellings. Fixed 
capital assets are: 

durable goods that last more than one year ; 

for the purpose of production or generating income ; and 

cost more than US$300, however. 

The construction estimates are the gross output of construction in the GDP by 
origin and capital goods 3 ire from the imports of durable goods of 
Custom offices and Central Statistics Office plus 20% for installation mark-up« 

Resource balance is the difference between exports of good and non-factor 
services and imports of goods and non-factor services. 

Exports and imports of goods and non-factor services are drawn directly 
from the balance of payments section (BoP). it represents the value of all goods 
and other market services provided to and from the world. It covers 
merchandise, transportation, travel, insurance, and other non- factor services such 
as government transactions and various fees but exclude dividends, interest and 
other investment income receipts/payments as well as labour income. 

Gross National Product (GNP) is gross domestic product (GDP) plus net 
factor income from abroad. 

Net factor income from abroad is drawn directly from the balance of payments 
section (see factor income section). 



Gross national savings are obtained by adding net lacior income from abroad 
and net current transiers from abroad to gross domestic savings. 

Gross domestic savings are calculated as the difference between GDP and total 
consumption. 

Agriculture (Tables 8) 

About the data 

„_ — — 

The sources of agriculture data arc mainly from the Ministry of Agriculture, 
F AO and WFP. I hese data are one of the prmiary sources for estimating GDP 
(agriculture value added is 57% of GDP in 2002). 

Since the long 23 year war that severely destroyed the Mmistry of Agriculture 
statistical system, FAO and WFP from their headquarters have come to assess 
the food crop and supply situation. Recently, these assessments have been 
undertaken in two phases: In the first phase, a Mmistry of Agriculture-led 
supported by donors undertook a pre~evaluation of the situation, followed by a 
second evaluation phase performed by a joint FAOAVFP mission. This 
assessment is needed for both Government and donors to use a guide for 
external food assistance requu-ed averting severe food insecurity and 
malnutrition. 



The FAO and WFP mission from Rome normally come during June and during 
November to verify in the light of the most recent agro-climatic development in 
the region. The mission visits all provinces, selecting one to two districts per 
province on the basis of agro-ecological sampling procedures. 

A final report "FAOAVFP crop and food supply assessment mission to 
Afghanistan" including quantity output in temis of tonnage of the 10 major crop 
and the surplus/deficit of each province is available in Januar>' and August each 
year.

Industry (Tables 9) 
About the data 

The industry data include mining, selected manutactiirmg and energ\ 
(electricity, water, and gas). The industry production wa> by iar the most 
affected by the war events. So tar soft drink and cenieni hinx substantially 
recovered reaching almost pre A 979 leveis. Other manotacturmg (such as sugar, 
textile) are still producing less than 5()%> of prewvar levels Industry is m 
important sector lor sustainable economic developmeni and ernpiinmenl. It is 
also important in monitoring national economic perfbrniance. 

The sources for m.dustry data are mairiiy trorn the in-diouse surveys and 
supplemented by N4mistry of industry, Ministry of Mining, Munsirx or 
Construction and others.

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A Brief Note on the CPI Methodology Used 

The consumer basket developed by the CSO is composed of 202 goods and 
services, bach item selected accounts tor at least 0.1 percent of total household 
consumer spending (equivalent to about 5.00 Afghanis per month). Price 
collection started m December 2002 in four districts of Kabul, selected to 
represent both lov^ and middle-income households. In each distinct and for each 
item, three shops are visited. A total ot about 2,400 price quotations are 
collected each month. 

The official exchange rate is expressed as the annual average of the official 
market exchange rate in Afghanis per US dollar. This exchange rate is used for 
converting Af to USS and vice versa for analytical purposes throughout this 
pubhcation. The exchange rates vis-a-vis neighbouring countries are also 
shown. 

D efinit ions 

Consumer price index (CP! ) is the most frequently used indicator of inflation 
and reflects changes in the cost oi acquiring a fixed basket of goods cind services 
by the average consumer, CPI are compiled by Central Statistics Office using 
the same i.aspeyres formula and the same base (March 2002 100), 

Ofiicial exchange rates (Annual Average) are compiled by Da Afghanistan 
Bank (DAB). They are the oitleial annual average market rate in terms of Af 
per US$ and are calculated by DAB. Purchases and sales of currency and other 
official instruments determine the official exchange rates by the open market 
vendors. 

Real effective exchange rate is the nominal effective exchange rate (a measure 
of the value of a currency against a weighted average of several foreign 
currencies) divided by a price deilator or index of costs. 

Balance of Foreign Trade (Tables 12) 
Definitions 

Exports and imports, f.o.b. are both valued at free on board (fo.b.) and 
comprise all transactions between residents of Afghanistan and the rest of the 
world involving a change of ownership of general merchandise, goods sent for 
processing and repairs, non-monetar>' gold. 



Export data are valued on the basis of customs documents, including customs 
declarations of exports and certificates of cash receipts Irom exports (certificates 
of receipt). Exports are valued on a fo.b. border basis. Estimates of 
merchandise imports are prepared on the basis of customs documents and import 
payment authorisations. Nonetheless, customs statistics do not cover certain 
official imports and imports of postal packages. Information on such imports is 
gathered separately from the appropriate entities. 

Tra4e balance is the diflerence between exports fo.b. and imports fo.b. 

Services (net) are the difference between receipts (credit) of factor and non- 
factor services and payments (debit) of factor and non-factor serv ices. 

Nonfactor services comprise services on account of freight and insurance, 
passenger services, other transportation, travel, and other goods and services. 
These include transactions with non-residents by government agencies and their 
personnel abroad, as well as transactions by private residents with foreign 
governments and government personnel stationed in Afghanistan. 

Factor services comprise income of labour and capital, thus covering income 
paid to non-resident workers and investment income (receipts and payments on 
direct investment, portfolio investment, other investment, and receipts on 
reserve assets). Net interest (on the public debt) is recorded on an accrual basis; 
that is, interest obligations are included whether payments are made or not. 

Income of labour, the income of non-resident workers (e.i. local personnel 
working in Afghanistan embassies abroad) is estimated on the basis of the 
exchange record. Compensation paid to Afghanistan residents employed by 
foreign embassies, international organisations, and other international assistance 
agencies is also drawn from the exchange record and the survey of the 
international agencies. v 

Interest on public debt due (factor services debit) is the interest payment due 
on disbursed debt including short term and IVtF credit, during the year specified 
(before rescheduling, forgiveness, and arrears accumulation), taking into account 
the savings from debt and debt service reduction (I)DSR) operation, fhis entry 
corresponds to the total interest due. This item should be the same as the 
interest payments on foreign debt included in factor income payments (as per the 
IMF). 
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Private unrequited transfers (net) are inflows (from private sources to either 
private or public recipients) less outflows from private sources to private or 
public recipients that carry no provisions for repayments. Such transfers are 
made from the cuirent income of the payer and form part of the current income 
of the recipient. They also include transfers in kind, i.e., transfer of clothing, 
military equipment, gifts, and workers' remittances; transfers by migrants, etc. 
By definition, this line excludes capital transfers which ai'e designed to finance 
gross capital formation and other forms of accumulation, and official unrequited 
transfer receipts that are intended to finance current consumption expenditures 
(e.g., food relief grants). 

Workers' remittances are treated as private transfers insofar as the workers are 
non-resident (i.e. expected to be out of their home country at least one year). 
However, if there is evidence that workers residing less than one year aboard 
transfer some of the workers' remittances to the home country, these flows are 
considered as labour income in the service accounts. 

Current account balance excluding official transfers is the sum of 

transactions that add to or subtract from an economy's stock of financial items. 
It is given as the net exports of good and services and net unrequited private 
current transfers. Official transfers are excluded. This may be thought of as the 
country's financing requirements for the year. A negative sign should be 
assigned to a current account deficit. 

Official unrequited transfers include the inter-official unrequited transfers that 
are grant and development assistance. Tliey include government grants of real 
resources and financial items such as subsidies to current budgets, grants of 
technical assistance, and government contributions to international organisations 
for administrative expenses. 

Official transfers data are compiled on the basis of the exchange record and 
supplemented by the Ministry of Finance, various government agencies, and 
UNDP. Credit entries cover grants received in cash and in kind related to 
development program, humanitarian assistance, and the training of government 
personnel. Debit entries cover contributions by Afghanistan to the 
administrative budgets of international organisations. 

Capital transfers (grants) are unrequited transfers, often tised to finance 
balance of payments deficits. It covers debt forgiveness and project-related 
grants (both in cash and in kind) e. g. grants for Public Investment Program 



iP\P) linancing, 1 iiese data are provided by Ministry of Planning, external debt 
section of DAB, and exchange record. 

Current account babuice includes official transfers is the sum of the two lines 
above (current account balance excludmg oftlciai transfers and official 
u n req u i ted t ran s f ers ) . 

Forei<i^n direct investment (net) is the net amount invested or reinvested by 

non-residents in enterpnses m which they exercise significant managerial 

control fi comprises aj} capital transactions that arc made to require a lasting 

mterest m ari enterprise. Direct investmena includes items such as equity capital, 

reinvestment of earnings, and other long-and short-term capital. 

Public sector capital is the sunt of long-tenn borrowmg and scheduled 

amortisation. 

Net long-term borrowing is capital net inflows including direct investment, net 
long-tern] borrowing., and other long-term inllows. but excluding capital grants. 
It is the difference between disbursements and repayments due on an accrual 
basis. Data exclude estimated private non-guaranteed loans. 
Scheduled amortisation (debt service) reflects the difference between 
scheduled debt service (i.e.. the amount due) and debt service on a cash basis 
(i.e.. the amount actually paid). 

Pri% ate capital (net) is mamly short-term private capital 

Errors and omissions (nel l constitute a residual category needed to ensure that 
all debit and credit entries in the balance of payments statement sum to zero. In 
many cases n may reHecl unreported flows of private capital 

Ov erall balance is the sum o( iuiancma available or the sum of the balances of 

^ - 

the current account, the capita! account, the fmancial account, and net errors and 
omissions. 

( hange in net foreign reserves is net change m a country's holdings of 
international reserves resulting from transactions on the current and capital 
accounts. Included are changes in use of IMF credit and holdmgs of monetary 
gold, SDRs, the reserve position in the IMF, foreign exchange assets, and other 
claims on non-residents that are available to the central authorities. Also 
included arc counterpart items, which are changes attributable to ''reserve 
creation' \ i.e.. the magnetisation and/or demonetisations ot gold, the allocation 
and/or cancellation i>f SDfls. aiid changes in the value of holdings resuitn.g from 
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tluctuations in their prices (''valuation change in reserves^') and liabilities 
constituting foreign authorities reserve. An increase in net reserves (i.e., an 
increase in gross reserves or a decrease in reserve liabilities) is entered with a 
minus sign as a use of foreign exchange. 

Net credit from IMF is Afghanistan's net drawing ot-her than drawing against 
its reserve position. 

Change in gross official reserves is the sum of the country's holdings of 
monetary gold, Special Drawing Rights (SDRs), its reserve position m the IMF, 
and its holdings of foreign exchange under the control of monetary atithorities. 

Change in arrears is the exceptional financing thai is linked to: a) debt 
forgiveness, other intergovernmental grants, and grants received from IMF 
subsidy accounts; b) direct or other equity investment— such as debt/equity 
swaps involved with debt reduction; c) borrowing (including bond issues) by the 
Government or DAB; and other transactions related to debt reorganisation — 
such as rescheduling of existing debt and accumulation and repayments of 
arrears. 

Foreign Trade 

The data sources are from the Department of Customs (Ministry of Finance) and 
Central Statistics Office. They are consistent with tho.se shown in the fialance 
of Payments for merchandise and services trade (except for the CIF to FOB 
adjustment of the import data) and in the National Accounts for goods and non- 
factor services on the expenditure side. 

Exports and imports of merchandise cover international movements of goods 
across customs' borders; trade in services is not included Expoits are valued 
f o.b. (free on board) and imports c.i.f (cost plus insurance and freight). These 
valites are in US doUars, 

Intermediate goods comprise of goods used by other productive sectors as 
inputs. 

Consumer goods comprise of goods consumed by both the household and 
government as tlnal consumption goods. 

Capital goods: consist of goods used for investment purposes; machinery. 



Government Financial Statistics (Tables 13) 

About the data 

Very limited information is available on Afghanistan's fiscal situation before 
December 2001. Furthermore, as a result of two decades of war, the various 
departments of Ministry' of Finance (MOF) had been reduced to empty shells in 
terms of task performed. Budget policy was limited to the payment of salaries, 
and even these were subject to considerable delays and arrears. The annual 
budget was prepared by adding to the previous year's appropriations from the 
Jine ministries. 

Measures of the fiscal deficit are among the single most important indicators of 
government fiscal performance. The measure is calculated as the difference 
betw^een total revenue (including grants) and total expenditure (including 
lending minus repayments). As such, it measures government net financing 
requirements. Other measures of the fiscal balance include the fiscal deficit 
without capital grants, which measures the government's ability to operate 
without foreign capital transfers, and the fiscal deficit, excluding interest 
payments from expenditure, referred to as the primary deficit or surpUis. 

Definitions 

Total revenues & grants are the sum of total current revenue and foreign 
grants. 

Total domestic revenue is the sum of tax and non-tax revenue. 
Tax revenue is the sum of direct and indirect taxes. 

Direct taxes comprise taxes on: 1 } income and profit which are levied on the 
actual or presumption net income of individuals and profits of enterprises: and 
2) property, levied on vehicles, building. Also included in taxes on income and 
profit are taxes levied on interest income and capital gains that are realised on 
land sales, securities, and other assets. 

Indirect taxes comprise turnover, excise taxes, and import and export duties. 

Nontax revenue is all nonrepayble government receipts; i.e., revenue from 
capital sales, royalty, fines, administrative fees, and penahies, etc^ 

Foreign grants are the sum of budget support and capital grants. These are 
unrequited, nonrepayble, non-compulsory government receipts from other 
goveiTiments or international institutions. 
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Current expenditure is the sum of cuiTcnt consumption (wages of all public 
employees including military and goods and services consumed by the 
government), interest on domestic and foreign debt, current transfers, subsidies, 
and exceptional expenditure. 

Consumption is the sum of wages and salaries and purchase of goods and 
services. 

Wage and salaries consists of all payment in cash, but not in kind, to 
employees in retum of services rendered, before deduction of withholding taxes 
and employees' contributions to social security and pension funds. 

Purchase of goods and services include all government payments in exchange 
for goods and services. 

interest payments are payments for the use of borrowed money (capital) to the 
domestic sector and to non-residents (foreign). Note that repayment of principal 
is shown as a financing item, and commission charges are shown as purchases of 
services. Interest payments do not include government payments as guarantor or 
surety of interest on defaulted debts of others, which are classified as 
government lending. 

Subsidies and transfers include all unrequited nonrepayble transfers on current 
account to private and public enterprises, and the cost of covering the cash 
operating deficits of departmental enterprise sales to the public. 

Capital expenditure is the expenditure to acquire fixed capital assets, land, 
intangible assets, government stocks, and non-military, non-financial assets. 
Also included are capital grants to non-residents. 

Monetary and Interest rates (Tables 14) 
About the data 

Al\er more than two decades of war, very little was left of Afghanistan's 
financial system. Today, the country is essentially cash-based economy. 

Da Afghanistan Bank (DAB) 

The central Bank, DAB, is actively perfomiing two main functions. First, it is 
cashier to Ministry of Finance, and is responsible for salar>^ and other budget 



payments and in theory for revenue collections. Second, it issues banknotes and 
managed the stock of cash monies. 



Definitions 

International liquidity (million US$) includes the U.S dollar value of DAB's 
holdings of SDRs, resen^e position in the IMF, foreign exchange, and total 
reserves minus gold. 

Total reservesxHiinus gold are the sum of Special Drawing Rights (SDRs), the 
reserv'e position in the IMF, and foreign exchange. 

Special Drawing Rights (SDRs) are unconditional reserve assets that are 
created by the IMF to supplement existing reserve assets. SDRs are allocated to 
IMF members that are participants in the Special Drawing Rights Department in 
proportion to their quotas. The SDR can be used for a wide range of 
transactions and operations, including the acquisition of other members' 
currencies, the settlement of financial obligations, the making of donations, and 
the extension of loans. SDRs may also be used in swap arrangements and as 
security for the performance of financial obligations. Forward as well as spot 
transactions may be conducted in SDRs. The SDR is the unit of account for the 
IMF. 



Reserve position In the IMF comprises the resen^e tranche position and 
creditor position under the various borrowing arrangements. A member's 
reserve position in the IMF has the characteristics of a reserve asset. A reserve 
tranche position in the IMF arises from 1) the payment of part of a member's 
subscription in reserve assets and 2) the IMF's net use of the member's 
currencies. Normally, a member's reserve tranche position is equal to its quota 
less the adjusted IMF holding of its currency, less subscription receivable, less 
the balance held in the administrative accounts of the IMF to the extent they are 
not in excess of 0. 1 percent of a member's quota, if positive. 
Foreign exchange includes DAB claims on non-residents in the from of bank 
deposits, treasury bills, short-term government securities, and other claims 
usable in the event of balance of payments need, without regard as to whether 
the claim is denominated in the currency of the debtors or the creditors. Fhe data 
are valued at end-of-month market rates or, in the absence of market rate 
quotations, at other prevailing official rates. 
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Monetary authorities: other liabilities comprise foreign liabilities of the 
monetary authorities other than the IMF credit (GRA) SAF, ESAF, and Tnjst 
Fund loans outstanding. 

Foreign assets reflect the function of the monetary authorities as the holder of 
international reserves and other foreign claims. 

Domestic assets are classified as Claims on Central Government, Claims on 
Non-financial Public Enterprise, and Claims on Other Financial Institutions. The 
principal liabilities of the monetary authorities consist of Reserve Money, 
Foreign Liabilities, and Central Government Deposits. 

Monetary survey measures the size and origin of narrow Money, which 
includes transferable deposits and currency outside banks, and the Quasi-Money, 
liabihties of these institutions, which include time, savings, and foreign currency 
deposits. 

Foreign assets (Net) equal the sum of foreign asset in the monetary authority 
section and in the deposit money bank section, less fhe sum of foreign liabilities 
in the monetary authority secfion and in the deposit money bank section. 
Claims on central government (iK'et)) equals claim on the Central Government 
(in the monetary authority section and in the deposit money bank section). Less 
central government deposits (in the monetary authorities section and in the 
deposit money bank section). Plus the counterpart entries of private sector 
demand deposits with the postal checking system and with the Treasury. 

Claims on other financial institution equals the sum of claims on other 
financial institutions in the monetary authority section and in the deposit money 
bank section. It also includes claims on other banking institutions plus claims 
on nonbank financial institutions. 

Domestic credit is the sum claims on the Central Government, official entities, 
private sector, and other financial institutions. 

Money equals the sum of currency outside banks and demand deposits other 
than those of the Central Government. 

Quasi-money comprises time, savings, and foreign currency deposits of resident 
sectors other than the Central Government. 

Aid Flows (Tables 15) 



About the data 

Total official assistance consists of official development assistance (ODA) and 
humanitarian and emergency aid. ODA is concessional financial flows that aim 
to promote economic development and welfare. This table shows data on aid 
flows and their relative importance to key economic and demographic indicators 
in Afghanistan. The data sources are. from Afghanistan Aid Coordination 
Authority (AACA). 

Definitions 

Total official assistance is total assistance from abroad both in terms of 
development and humanitarian aid. 

ODA (Official Development Assistance) consists of concessional financial 
flows that aim to promote economic development and welfare. 

Commitment refers to signed agreements or firm promises by donors to support 
projects. 

Disbursement refers to the amount actually transferred by donors to the 
Government. 

Bilateral/multilateral grants are transfers in money or in kind for which no 
repayment is required. 

Bilateral/multilateral loans are loans extended (that have a grant element of at 
least 25%) for which repayment is required in convertible currencies or in kind.

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Overview 

Over two decades of war, and severe drought in the last e years, 
have devastated Afghanistan. The country's physical infrastructure 
has been severely eroded or destroyed due to continuous neglect and 
destruction. Agricultural production had collapsed, livestock herds 
had been depleted, and industries had ceased functioning. The 
human capital is highly depleted due to mass exodus of people with 
technical and professional skills. With one of the highest child and 
maternal mortality rates; one of the lowest literacy and life 
expectancy rates; and one of the highest proportions of disabled 
people in the w^orld, Afghanistan is one of the poorest countries in 
the world. 
About statistics 

During the Taliban years, the whole statistical system broke down 
and the administrative reporting system ceased to function. The 
wars not only destroyed physical infrastructure, but also severely 
d'srupted the social and economic infrastructure and collapsed the 
public admmistrative capacity (complete loss of the statistical base, 
institutional memories, and files in the key economic ministries). The 
capacity of the government is very weak. The civil service is 
inadequately staffed, with most of the staff lacking the necessary 
qualification, eyperience and equipments. Also, th^ civil service 
salai-v is vcrv low and in most case? below subsistent level. 
The statistical system in Afghanistan and its capacity to respond 
adequately to Lhc new demands of policy makers is severely limited. 
In particular, in the process of transfomiation, the policy tbcuses 
from emergency to development and sustained growth. Pressures 
placed on the Centra! Statistics Office (CSO) by other requirements 
further restricts its flexibility, and insufficient budgetary allocations 
and staffing limit the resources available to the office to establish 
new data sources and networks. The facility to evaluate development 
progress and poverty reduction program under the present economic 
development is constrained. 
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Recent economic and social dcveJopnieiit 

In 2004, the real GDP is about 8% , and meanwhile population had 
increased from 22.2 million in 2003 to 23.2 million in 2004. 
Subsequently, in temis of living standard measured by per capita, in 
2002 was only 206 $ and in 2004 was 23 1 $ . 

Afghanistan has made progress in rebuilding its social and economic 
infrastructure since the end of the war in December 200 f A large 
number of internally displaced people and returning refugees have 
been resettled, and progress has been made in rebuilding capacity for 
economic management, restoring macroeconomic stability, and 
initiating key structural reforms.

On the road to recoverv 

At the end of 2001 , the prospect of peace and stability was underway 
and Afghanistan is now moving from a war to a peace economy. In 
2004, real GDP growth was at 8 %, based on indicators of 
agricultural, construction, and some manufacturing and service 
production. The economy had started on the road to recovery. The 
recovery is driven to some extent by the international community's 
assistance and spending, as well as a sharp rebound in agriculture 
following the end of next years drought. As the recovery started 
from extremely low level of activity, a strong rebound was to be 
expected.

Introduction 

The literacy rate in Afghanistan is one of the lowest among developing 
countries, especially female education. 25 years of war compounded by 
traditional low level of female literacy, have led to female literacy rates 
about 10% among adults (as opposed to 43% among men). Female 
literacy is of strategic importance in that it affects the health and 
productivity. ^ Sustainable economic growth and enduring peace have 
their foundation in an education society. The Afghanistan's lowest 
social indicators in the world such as high mortality and morbidity, 
diminished livelihood and poor economic and social development 
cannot be overcome unless female literacy is significantly increased 
over a relatively short time span. 

After the war, in 2002, the education sector is making good progress in 
terms Sf gross enrolments in the primary, secondary, and higher 
education, especially female students. However, many problems still 
remain: 

• Shortages of qualified teacher; 

• Lack of adequate learning spaces and learning materials; 

• Poor institutional capacity to plan and manage materials; 

• Traditional family structures where women's role has been 
mainly in the reproductive domain; and 

• The cost of attending school.

In spite of the rapid increases in enrolment rates, in 2003 still almost 2 
million children, 1.25 million girls and 0.7 millions boys were not in 
school. This means that almost twice as many girls than boys are still 
out of school. Most of the out-of-school children are found in the 
southern and central parts of the country. 

The MICS 2003 survey found that Afghanistan parents' major causes 
for not enrolling their children in school included geographic distance of 
the school (37.2%); inadequacy of facility (25.8%); the fact that there 
are no separate school for girls and boys (22%); children are needed to 
contribute the household income (7%); and the teachers' gender (6,4%), 
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The European Union, the UN World Food Program and the CSO jointly 
conducted survey and published in the "National Risk and Vulnerability 
Assessment 2003 Rural Afghanistan indicated that: The school 
enrolment rates among children are low in the rural area. Only half of 
the children of school age attend primary school. The difference 
between boys and girls is large. While more than 70 percent of the boys 
are enrolled in primary school, only a third of girl of primary school age 
go to school. Furthermore, children from poorer households have lower 
enrolment rates. These patterns are even more pronounced for 
secondary where the net enrolment rate is 7 percent (2 percent for girls).

The first three years of reconstruction have witnessed a significant leap 
in student enrolment as shown in the Figure 6.1 . The figure is by far the 
largest in the history of Afghanistan. Female participation in primary 
schools exceeded the pre-Taliban period, though it still nearly half that 
of boys. 

Despite the success of the return to school, the growth in the school 
population by boys has been slightly faster than that for girls; therefore 



there is litter prospect of catching up in terms of primary school 
education for girls.

Higher education has also seen in substantial increase in the number of 
students, which jumped from 4,000 students in 2001 to 31,000 in 2003. 
Currently all 19 higher education institutions in the country are 
operating. A large majority of students (69%) are attending first and 
second years. 

MiUenniuin Developmeiit Goals (MDG) 

Education is a long-term investment, success can not only be measured 
by sending children to school, but equally equipping them with the 
necessary literacy, problem-solving, critical thinking, skill, etc. In 
2003, 54% of school aged children (40% girls) were enrolled in primary 
schools. Enrolment target are set for 70% (60% girls) by 2006, and 
%5% (75 girls) by 2010, with the overall aim of approaching as closely 
as possible the MDG target of universal primary enrolment by 2015. 

Goverinneiit vision and strategy 

The Government's vision is to ensure that all children complete 
compulsory education (9 years), and have opportunities to continue to 
higher levels. As more children enter school, it will be critical in the 
years to come that they be equipped with the appropriate skill sets and 
knowledge to meet the challenges and opportunities of the labor market. 
The content and the orientation of educational services will need to be 
reviewed periodically to optimize the match between students' skills 
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and the needs of the economy. Investments will need to be adjusted 
accordingly. 

In order to achieve this vision the Government will work in 3 strategic 
directions: 

• Expand access and raise the quality of primary and secondary 
education countrywide; 

• Build a higher education system that responds to Afghanistan's 
reconstruction needs, creates new professional and income 
opportunities for Afghans, and meets international standards; 
and 

• Expend citizens' access to vocational and informal education, 
with specific focus on improving livelihoods opportunities for 
vulnerable populations like windows and the disabled, returning 
refugees and internal displacement persons (IDP) demobilized 
soldiers and unemployed youth. 

Although ambitious, outcome targets for the education sector are in line 
with the education target of the MDG: universal primary education and 
gender parity by 2015. To measure the progress toward this objective, 
primary school enrolment and completion rates are used as global 
indicators. 

Spending on national education is expected to absorb about one quarter 
of annual Government revenues between 2004 and 2015, although real 
costs are expected to triple over the same period for primary and 
secondary education, and to double' for higher education. These 
projections highlight the need for sustained international commitments 
to the education sector over the next decade

Health: - 

In 2003, the heahh expenditure was 1256 million Afs and in 2004 
was 1293 million Afs .Afghanistan had one of the lowest health 
indicators itt' the world. . Health expenditure in Afghanistan 
comparedto average SA of US$ 2 1 .0 was very low. Life 
expectancy at birth (45) and. infant mortality rate (1.65 per 1 ,000 live 
births) are still significantly worse than the SA averaging 63 for life 
expectancy and 71 for infant mortality rate. There- is also a 
significant shortage of trained health workers and the ratios for 
population to doctors and nurses are significantly lower than the S A 
average. 
Environment 

The population of Afghanistan is largely dependent upon the 
country's natu.ral resource base for the economic well being* These 
resources have been severely degraded as a consequence of the past 
political instability. The large-scale movements of population and 
livestock since 1978 have put severe pressure on the environment, 
increasing deforestation and the encroachment of protected 
parklands. 

No natural resource is more precious in Afghanistan than water, and 
water management systems throughout the country have been 
severely damaged during war and drought. As the country looks 
ahead to peace and prosperity, the water management systems must 
be restored to support domestic supplies, irrigation, industry and the 
natural environment. 

Real Sector 

The economy has started on the road to recovery. The real GDP in 
2004 grew at 8%. Contributions to the growth are from Agriculture 
increased by 35%, industry 26%, and services by 39%.* The impact 
of international assistance is mainly in services and construction 
sectors. 
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Balance cif external trade 

External trade for Afghanistan is extremely difficult due to a severe 
lack of data. The official recorded export of goods is about $305 
million in 2004; it does not include smuggling and re-exports. The 
official recorded import of goods for 2004 was $2177 million, 
excluding smuggling and duty-free donor imports. 

Fiscal development 

Core budget in 2003 was 10.2 billion Afs and in 2004 was 12.7 
billion Afs . Core government expenditure in 2003 was 2 1 .9 billion 
and in 2004 was 26 J billion .

No census was conducted since 1358 { 1979 ). Over two 
decades of war threatened both live and livelihoods . The war 
has claimed nearly 1 .5 million live and has displaced roughly 8 
million people. Subsequently , accurate statistics about the 
size, 'distribution, composition, growth rates and socio- 
economic- characterictics of the population in A fghanistan 
are currently not available . 

After the war ended in late 2003 , agreater urgency for making 
up this deficiency and top priority was formed to conduct a pre - 
population census mainly to be used for upcoming election , 
Also plan is underway by CSO and UNFPA to conduct 
population census after the election. 

Based on data available, the population of Afghanstan was estimated 
at 23.2 million for 1383 ( 2004 ) including nomadic and returnee 
population .The population growth rate is 2.03% per annum, and 
total fertility rate is 6 J ,the highest in South asia (SA) of 3.3 As 
a whole , the population is predominantly rural ( 79% ). Out of 
total population females are (49%), Following . the two 
decades of war, more than 33% of women were heads of 
households . 
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High rates of population growth, fertility and dependency are the 
main constraints for economic growth. Afghanistan population , 
estimated at 23.2 million pople for 2004 Represents about tv^o - 
fold increase since 1979(last census taken), when the population 
stood at 13.05 million. The high fertility of 6.3 ( rate of live births 
per woman) is linked to several factors including a traditional 
( socio-economic ) preferance for large families since children are 
considered a sourc of family wealth. 

The war contributed further due to a loss of capacity in reproductiv 
health institutions and the emergence of a fatalistic sense in 
many Afghans generating a desire for more chilldren to replace 
family losses. Afghanistan,s high fertility rates Combined with 
a youthftil population structure ( almost 50%o of Afghans 
are less than 15 years of age) means that demographic 
momentum alone will ensure a high population growth rate for 
at least the next tw^o decades .
